is true that cities supplied with wa- 
ter drawn from highly polluted 
sources, purified by filtration, were 
as free from diseases that might 
be attributed to the public water sup- 
ply as cities supplied with upland wa- 
ter of the best quality.” 

Pittsburg shows the certainty and 
completeness of removing disease 
danger from water supplies. The 
supply there is taken from the Alle- 
gheny river, which is polluted by 
factory and mining wastes and by the 
sewage of towns and cities above.
